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Four Months Rehabilitation 
Puts Jean Back In Action

Remember the hospital shows 
on TV where the patient is go- 
ing to be all right and the doc 
says, “It will be a long hard 
struggle back, but the patient 
can do it if he has the will pow- 
er, patience and desire.” Clat- 
sop student Jean Bue should 
have been on one of those doc- 
tor shows, for she has shown 
that she does have the will pow- 
er and desire to bounce back 
after her accident. 

There's only one thing wrong 
with those doctor shows; they 
never tell or show completely 
what happens in between the 
time of hospitalization end re- 
covery. Here's what has been 
happening to Jean—from the 
time of the boat accident May 
21 to June 13, Jean was hospit- 
alized in Columbia hospital, be- 
ing treated for a broken right 
leg and the loss of her left foot. 
Then from June 13 to 23 she 
was in the Good Samaritin hos- 
pital in Portland under the care 
of more specialized doctors. 
From the 23rd of June until 
school began, Jean stayed at the 
Rehabilitation Institute of Ore- 
gon 

It was at the rehabilitation 
center, Jean worked to get both 
feet back on the ground. She 
exercised twice a day, keeping 
her lag and arm muscles in 
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Jean Bue is back in the groove as a full-time student at Clat- 
sop, although it is debatable whether being in the groove of 


studying is good or bad.

Life wasn't that bad at the 
institute, because as Jean said, 
“This place opened my eyes to 
the fact that there are people 
worse off than me. Boys our 
age confined to wheel chairs for 
the rest of their lives, makes my 
condition look pretty good.”

outgoing. “All the people there 
know why they are there and 
only want to get better.” said 
Jean.

Her right leg cast (the third 
one) will be removed in five or 
six weeks after which she will 
be completely recovered. She 
now returns to the center only 
once a month for checkups. 

Jean did keep the promise 
she made to all high school and 
college students at her benefit 
dance last May, She said, “I'll 
be at the next dance to gross you 
all out.” Well, she was at the 
first dance this year held Oct, 7. 
She kept half of her p:omise, 
“I was at the dance, but I didn’t 
do any grossing out.” 

This hospital case history, al- 
though not entirely completed, 
has proven to be one of deter- 
mination, good attitude, and self 
adjustment.

One event stands out in my 
memory. It was a trip. A trip 
not unlike the one that many 
other soldiers have taken, a trip 
from the United States to Viet 
Nam. 

We started this trip at Fort 
Carson, Colorado, early on a 
dreary February morning with 
the temperature at 5 degrees be- 
low zero. A bone chilling wind 
was whipping down on us from 
Cheyenne Mountain, 

The weather and the week of 
tortuous preparation had pro- 
duced 150 very cold, very tired 
men who were lined up in front 
of the biggest plane any of us 
had ever seen. Into the jaw of 
this monster we filed. With us 
came our duffel bags, rifles, and 
ammunition. After a period of 
erie confusion, we took off.

The first leg of the trip took 
us to California, where we were 
able to unload and stretch a 
little, Here we found we could 
discard our field jackets and still 
be comfortable, for the temper- 
ature was a blissful 55 degrees. 

At the end of an hour, we 
took off and passed the next 
few minutes watching the coast 
of California disappear over the 
horizon. Soon our talking lag- 
ged, and we slept. I awoke when 
we landed on Midway. It was 
too dark to see anything, so we 
had to content ourselves with 
the inside of the air terminal. 
The temperature was, as phrased 
by one of the natives, “a cool 
75 degrees.” To us it was a 
steam bath. Shortly, we took off, 
landing six hours later in the 
Philippines. I didn’t leave the 
plane, but one of the guys that 
did told me that even though it 
was only 1:00 a.m., the temper- 
ature was an unbelievable 80 de- 
grees. I took his word for it. 


A few hours later, just after 
dawn, the coast of Viet Nam 
dove into view, and we started 
our descent into Saigon’s Tan 
San Nhut airbase. Here the 
plane came to rest in the midst 
of piles of equipment that we 
had shipped out several weeks 
before. It wasn’t until I rea 
from the plane that the full 
force of the sun hit me, I 
thought I had entered Dante's 
Inferno. The temperature was 95 
degrees, and it was only 7:00 
a.m. 

This is the only time in my 
Tife that I can claim to have 
seem-the weather change 100 de- 
grees in a short 23% hours.

CCC Instructor Surveys 
-100 U.S. High Schools

It all began when CCC Eng- 
lish instructor Ellen Shannon 
came across a book that recom- 
mends studying Shakespeare by 
having the teacher read the 
plays aloud to the class, “line 
for line, whether he can read 
aloud well or not,” she said. 

This method led Mrs. Shan- 
non to embark on a survey of 
100 U.S, high schools because, 
she said, “I'd like to blast author 
Bertram Evans and the book, 
Teaching Shakespeare in High 
School.” 

The study was born in Spring, 
1967 when Mrs. Shannon took 
advantage of a CCC research 
fund to learn how Shakespeare 
is taught and students’ reactions 
to it. The results will soon ap- 
ear in an article in the Emglish 
fail 


Out of 1200 students and 52 
teachers questioned, she found 
that 759 of the students 
thought they understood Shakes- 
peare's importance, while 25% 
did not. Most teachers under- 
rated students’ attitudes because 
79% of the students either en- 
joyed Shakespeare or we1e neu- 
tral, 





Films and records proved 
popular teaching methods and 
34 teachers approved of mod- 
ernized texts. Mrs. Shannon 
thinks the plays would be more 
understandable in prose than 
their present poetry form. 


Main teacher consensus was 
sumed up in one questionnaire: 
“The failure to understand or 
appreciate Shakespeare is not the 
student's. Too many instructors 
are inadequately prepared or are 
not interested in the study.”

On Financial Aid Good

sponsorship of an amendment to 
the Tax-Reform Bill which will 
allow students working during 
the summer to have amounts de- 
ducted from their paychecks 
which reflect that they are sea- 
sonal employees.
